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Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1-18 are pending. No claim is allowed. Acknowledgment is made of the remarks 
filed on February 21, 2006. 

Copending Applications 

Applicants must bring to the attention of the examiner, or other Office official involved 
with the examination of a particular application, information within their knowledge as to other 
copending United States applications, which are "material to patentability" of the application in 
question.

Due to the complexity and multiplicity of the invention, it was decided to restrict the 
invention as follows. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-12 drawn to a composition comprising plant sterol, fatty acid esters, and 
various other components, (A-D, E is optional) classified in class 424, subclass 
489 and others. 

II. Claims 13-18 drawn to a composition comprising petrolatum component and 
polyol ester, classified in class 424, subclass 401, 426 and others. 
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Inventions of group I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of 
operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different 
inventions they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different effects. The 
reference use to reject one group may not be used to reject the composition of any other group. 
For example composition in claim 14 requires petrolatum and polyol ester. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species for the search purposes and election of any group invention to be examined 
even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse. Applicant is requested to elect a single species (ingredients in 
one composition) for the search purposes. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case.
